HARRY Kane plundered a hat-trick 
as Tottenham swept past West 
Brom 4-0 to move second in the 
Premier League. 

With title rivals Liverpool and 
Manchester City both not in action 
until Sunday, Spurs kept the 
pressure up on leaders Chelsea 
with an impressive display at 
White Hart Lane. 

Kane, who sat out the FA Cup 
win over Aston Villa after the birth 
of his first child, opened the 
scoring after 12 minutes, before 
an own goal from Gareth McAuley 
made it 2-0 in the 26th minute. 

The England striker converted a 
cross from Kyle Walker after 77 
minutes and completed his hat- 
trick with eight minutes left. 

It was Spurs’ sixth straight 
Premier League win, which put 
them a point ahead of the Reds 
and four behind Chelsea, while 
West Brom suffered a first defeat 
at White Hart Lane since 2012. 

Arsenal moved into third, above 
Liverpool on goal difference, after 
a 4-0 win at Swansea to hand new 
Swans boss Paul Clement a losing 
start at home and send his side 
bottom of the table. 

In-form French striker Olivier 
Giroud broke the deadlock seven 
minutes before half-time when he 
stabbed in from close range. 

The Gunners doubled their lead 
after 56 minutes when Alex 
Iwobi’s cross looped in off 
Swansea midfielder Jack Cork. 

Just over 10 minutes later, 
defender Kyle Naughton then also 
put the ball into his own net, with 
a close-range effort from Alexis 
Sanchez wrapping things up with 
18 minutes left. 

Vicarage Road was full of 
emotional tributes to former 
Watford manager Graham Taylor, 
who died on Thursday following a 
suspected heart attack, ahead of 
the visit of Middlesbrough. 

The match finished goalless, 
although Hornets’ substitute Tom 
Cleverley hit the woodwork late 
on. 

Stoke heaped more pressure on 
struggling Sunderland with a 3-1 
win at the Stadium of Light. 

Austrian frontman Marko 
Arnautovic opened the scoring in 
the 15th minute and then doubled 
Stoke’s lead to finish off a slick 
passing move seven minutes later. 

Ex-Saint Peter Crouch nodded in 
a third after 35 minutes and, 
although Jermain Defoe reduced 
the deficit five minutes before the 
break, there was no way back for 
David Moyes’ side. 

West Ham put the saga of Dimitri 
Payet’s strike behind them with a 
3-0 win over Crystal Palace and 
former boss Sam Allardyce at the 
London Stadium. 

Sofiane Feghouli gave the 
Hammers the lead after 66 
minutes from close range, before 
Andy Carroll cracked in an 
acrobatic volley with 12 minutes 
left and Manuel Lanzini added a 
late third.

SAINTS are without a Premier 
League point for almost a month 
after a 1-0 defeat at Burnley con¬ 
demned them to a fourth straight 
top flight loss. 

Claude Puel’s side last tasted 
victory in the league when they 
beat Bournemouth on December 
18, but have since slumped into a 
horrible run of form despite their 
EFL Cup heroics against Liver¬ 
pool. 

It was a familiar story at Burn¬ 
ley as a lack of cutting edge 
meant they were unable to capi¬ 
talise on their periods of domi¬ 
nance before they conceded an 
unfortunate goal as Joey Barton’s 
deflected free kick beat Fraser 
Forster and meant they returned 
from Turf Moor empty handed.

ABEL Hernandez struck twice 
as Hull beat Bournemouth 3-1 to 
secure their first Premier League 
win since early November and 
climb off the foot of the table. 

Uruguay international Her¬ 
nandez scored in each half after 
Junior Stanislas’ early penalty 
had given Bournemouth the lead, 
while Tyrone Mings’ own goal in 
the second period gave Hull a two- 
goal cushion. 

Hull registered their first top¬ 
flight win in ten matches in head 
coach Marco Silva’s first league 
game in charge and exacted sweet 
revenge on Bournemouth, having 
been thrashed 6-1 by the visitors 
on the south coast in October. 

Hull received clearance in time 
for new signings Oumar Niasse 
and Evandro to make their debuts 
off the bench in the second peri¬ 
od, while Hernandez was making 
his first start since recently re¬ 
turning from a two-month lay-off 
due to hernia surgery. 

Bournemouth boss Eddie Howe, 
criticised by a section of Cher¬ 
ries fans for making 11 changes 
for last week’s FA Cup defeat at 
Millwall, made nine more in re¬ 
verting back to his regular line¬ 
up and handed goalkeeper Artur 
Boruc his 100th Premier League 
appearance. 

Hull, whose last league success 
had been a 2-1 home win against 
Southampton on November 6, 
made a wretched start, falling be¬ 
hind in the third minute to Stan¬ 
islas’ penalty after Harry Magu¬ 
ire bundled over Ryan Fraser in 
the area. 

Referee Martin Atkinson did 
not hesitate in pointing to the 
spot and Stanislas lashed his 
spot-kick into the roof of the net 
for his first goal since firing a 
brace in Bournemouth’s autumn 
thrashing of the Tigers. 

Hull were lucky not to have fall¬ 
en 2-0 down in the 22nd minute 
when Benik Afobe failed to capi¬ 
talise after Michael Dawson mis¬ 
judged the bounce of a ball over 
the top. 

The home side had not had 
one effort at goal before Robert 
Snodgrass volleyed over from 
30 yards just after the half-hour 
mark, but having played sec¬ 
ond fiddle they turned the game 
around with a 32nd-minute equal¬ 
iser. 

Andrew Robertson swung over 
a brilliant cross to the far post 
and Hernandez, also on target in 
last week’s FA Cup win against 
Swansea, headed home his first 
league goal since August. 

Momentum quickly swung 
Hull’s way and they could have 
gone in at the break in front, but 
Ryan Mason’s shot was blocked 
by Ryan Fraser and Sam Clucas 
pulled his effort wide. 

Five minutes into the second 
half though, the Tigers went

Mason went close with a rising 
25-yard effort as Hull continued 
to dominate and their enterprise 
was further rewarded in the 62nd 
minute when Tom Huddlestone’s 
shot from the edge of the area 


was inadvertently turned home 
by Mings. 

Bournemouth gathered them¬ 
selves and Jack Wilshere was de¬ 
nied twice in quick succession by 
Hull goalkeeper Eldin Jakupovic, 
who kept out shots from just in¬ 
side the box, the second at full 
stretch. 

Hull’s new Brazilian signing 
Evandro replaced Snodgrass to 
make his debut midway through 
the second half before Bourne¬ 
mouth right-back Adam Smith 
spurned another chance for the 
visitors after being played in by 
Wilshere. 

Two-goal hero Hernandez was 
given a rousing send-off when re¬ 
placed by Everton loanee Niasse 
in the closing stages as Hull held 
on for victory and kept their sur¬ 
vival hopes alive.

Travel with confidence 
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• FIFA’s decision to expand the World 
Cup to 48 teams from 2026 will give 
more nations the opportunity to make 
their debuts on the game’s biggest 
stage. 

FIFA is yet to reveal how the 16 extra 
qualification places will be allocated, 
but each continent is set to benefit from 
them, with Africa and Asia in particular 
expecting a significant increase on their 
current opportunities. 

Based on the current FIFA rankings, 
the Sports Pink picks out one team 
from each continent who could be in 
line to benefit most from the finals’ 
impending new format: 

ICELAND 

FIFA president Gianni Infantino cited 
Iceland’s stunning performance at Euro 
2016 as a good reason to make more 
World Cup places available. The closest 
they came to reaching the finals was 
in 2014, when they finished second 
in Group D but lost a two-legged 
qualification play-off against Croatia. 
Currently ranked 12th in Europe, 

Iceland are one of the nations who 
stand to benefit most. 

BURKINA FASO 

The Stallions may not have reached 
a World Cup finals, but they came 
agonisingly close in 2014 when they 
lost a play-off against Algeria on away 
goals - with the Algerians going on to 
push Germany to extra-time in the last 
16. Currently ranked the seventh best 
team in Africa, they reached the final of 
the 2013 African Nations Cup. 

UZBEKISTAN 

Having played their first match in 
1992 following the break-up of the 
Soviet Union, Uzbekistan advanced 
quickly, narrowly missing out on 
qualifying for the 2006 finals after 
a controversial loss to Bahrain, and 
reaching the fourth round of Asian 
qualifying in both 2010 and 2014. 
Continuing their climb up the ranks, 
they are currently ranked fifth best on 
their continent. 

PANAMA 

Panama came close to advancing 
to a qualifying play-off against New 
Zealand in 2014 before two stoppage 
time goals by the United States saw 
them eliminated from the final round 
of CONCACAF qualifying. As well as 
consistently reaching the final group 
stage, Panama have also finished 
runners-up in both the 2005 and 2013 
Gold Cups. 

VENEZUELA 

The perennial whipping boys of 
South American football, Venezuela are 
the only one of the major nations on 
their continent never to have qualified 
for a World Cup finals, but they have 
shown signs of stirring, finishing 
fourth at the 2011 Copa America and 
reaching the quarter-finals in 2016. 

TAHITI 

Tahiti stand to benefit most from 
any increase in Oceania’s World Cup 
finals opportunities, having clearly 
established themselves as the 
continent’s third best team behind 
Australia - who currently play in Asian 
qualifying - and New Zealand. Winners 
of the 2012 OFC Nations Cup, they 
subsequently competed at the 2013 
Confederations Cup in Brazil. 


The life and crimes of controversial Nick

Nick Kyrgios courted more con¬ 
troversy when he was pictured

October 2016 

Kyrgios was banned from tennis 
for eight weeks after appearing to 
give up during a straight sets de¬ 
feat at the Shanghai Masters.

“Every two years we have to un¬ 
dertake an FA and League ground 
grading inspection and there is 
no doubt whatsoever we would 
have failed this year on our flood¬ 
lights. 

Requirements 

“Due to the sheer number of ad¬ 
ditional league and various cup 
matches being played during the 
midweek nowadays, it was criti¬ 
cal that we are able to host these 
games as part of our commitment 
to the competitions in which we 
take part. 

“The lights themselves have 
been designed to not only meet

the requirements of the league 
we currently play in, but also 
meet the requirements of leagues 


several steps higher in the event 
that we ever progress through the 
league structure.” 


Romsey’s new lights lower down 
onto the pitch for easy mainte¬ 
nance access and have the capac¬ 
ity for two additional lights per 
pole should Town ever get to the 
higher reaches of non-League.

Poole could face 
shock relegation

POOLE Town are facing the 
prospect of being relegated from 
National League South unless 
they can find £70,000 to get their 
ground up to scratch. 

The Dolphins, who are on the 
cusp of the play-off places, must 
find the cash before the end of 
March or will be demoted back to 
the Southern League. 

Poole, crowned Southern 
League champions last year, were 
given the green light to stage step 
two football at Tatnam on the 
proviso the venue met National 
League ground-grading criteria 
by March 31. 

The project, which involves in¬ 
stalling low-level terracing and 
upgrading the floodlights, will 
cost around £150,000 - with no 
facility for receiving a Football 
Foundation grant. 

Local businessman Steve Grif¬ 
fiths, who owns Portman Stone in 
Christchurch, recently bought a 
shareholding in the club and has 
pledged £40,000. 

And while Poole are currently 
in talks with other potential in¬ 
vestors, no deals have been con¬ 
cluded and the clock continues to 
tick towards the deadline. 

Vice-chairman Chris Reeves 
said: “The upgrade works are 
huge. They are going to cost in 
the region of £150,000 and we have 
£40,000 ring-fenced. 

“It would be fantastic if we 
could get the remaining £110,000 
by March 31, but we don’t need the 
full amount by that date. We need 
at least £70,000 by then though. 

“We are slowly getting good

terms agreed with some very 
supportive contractors and eve¬ 
rything has been agreed with the 
school (Oakdale Junior), who are 
our landlords. 

“We are also in talks with two or 
three influential people who are 
showing an interest in helping us. 

“However, the reality is that we 
haven’t yet got anything signed 
with regards to the rest of the 
money. 

“If all the works aren’t car¬ 
ried out by March 31, we will be 
relegated back to the Southern 
League and that does not bear 
thinking about. 

“We have thrown ourselves 


heart and soul into this project. 
We pulled off a £250,000 project to 
stay in the Southern League three 
years ago but did that with the 
benefit of a 50 per cent grant from 
the Football Foundation. 

“We are not eligible for any 
grant because we only have eight 
years left on our lease and there 
has to be a minimum of 10 before 
they will entertain a grant. 

“We feel there is the opportuni¬ 
ty for a local company or individ¬ 
ual to be paraded as the saviour 
of Poole Town Football Club. 

“We are loving every minute of 
being in National South and can’t 
get our heads around being rel¬ 


egated.” 

Founded in 1890, Poole have 
been blighted by ground prob¬ 
lems ever since being kicked out 
of Poole Stadium - their home for 
61 years - in 1994. 

They have faced a constant bat¬ 
tle to find a new stadium despite 
putting the town on the map by 
climbing from the Hampshire 
League to the National League in 
the space of 13 years. 

Poole moved to its current base 
on a school playing field at Tat¬ 
nam in 2005 after ground-sharing 
with Hamworthy United and Holt 
United following their departure 
from Wimborne Road.

ANDY Darnton is back in football 
as right-hand man to Danny Rob¬ 
inson at Thatcham Town.

a 3G pitch coming where their 
full-sized training pitch is, which 
would bring in revenue. 

“It’s a fresh challenge for me in 
an area I haven’t worked in before.

“I live in Romsey, so I can do 
Thatcham in about 45 minutes.

And, 
while he attached no blame to 
Langdown for letting him go, he 
felt “a bit used” as a “babysitter”. 

“I’m still a bit disappointed 
with the way Totton ended, but I 
assessed and reflected on it and, 
without rushing straight back in, 
I feel Thatcham is the right club 
for me,” he said. 

Darnton celebrated his first 
game as Robinson’s right-hand 
man with a 3-1 victory at Glouces¬ 
ter-based Longlevens last Sat¬ 
urday with Shane Cooper-Clark 
scoring a hat-trick.

Chelsea have been granted 
planning permission for a 
£500million redevelopment 
of Stamford Bridge. 

Here, Jim van Wijk 
answers some of the 
questions surrounding the 
project. 

What has happened? 

Hammersmith and 
Fulham Council’s 
planning committee voted 
unanimously to approve the 
proposal for a 60,000-seat 
stadium at a meeting on 
Wednesday night, which is 
a significant step towards 
the club moving ahead with 
redevelopment of their home 
since 1905. 

Are the bulldozers 
about to pull down 
The Shed End? 

No. Chelsea issued 
a statement following 
the council’s decision 
confirming the “decision 
does not mean that work can 
begin on site”. There are still 
plenty more negotiations 
ahead. Full planning 
consent is needed, which 
is aimed to be achieved 
by working closely with

council officers. The detailed 
design of the stadium has 
to be finalised, along with 
logistical plans for the site 
and the surrounding area. 
The club are also going to 
set up a residents’ forum for 
those people living near-by 
who may be affected by the 
planned work. London Mayor 
Sadiq Khan will also need to 
approve the project. 

will pay for it 

It will be costly. Chelsea 
had previously looked at sites 
including Battersea Power 
Station for a new stadium, 
but concluded their ideal 
venue could be created at 
Stamford Bridge. The build, 
though, is set to be complex 
and involve excavation, with 
the plan to lower the arena 
into the ground to achieve 
the capacity on a 12-acre site. 

The proximity of 
underground and 
overground railway lines are 
one of the biggest challenges 
for such a huge project in an 
area of west London which 
offers little wiggle room.

AS a keen gardener, Martin Allen 
is used to doing plenty of pruning 
at this time of year. 

It is all about preparation for 
horticulturalists like Mad Dog 
during the winter months, when 
they hope their many hours of 
preparation reap dividends in the 
form of green shoots in the spring 
and a flowering in the summer. 

So it is with Eastleigh, Allen’s 
latest project. 

Mad Dog, who worked as a 
£10-an-hour gardener in leafy 
Buckinghamshire before em¬ 
barking on his coaching career, 
compared his favourite pastime 
to football management when dis¬ 
cussing the start of his successful 
period at Brentford 12 years ago. 

“It was necessary to cut every¬ 
thing right back, dig some plants 
out which were past their best 
and to bring in some sunshine 
and fresh growth, to re-energise 
the garden and bring some colour 
to the team,” he explained in his 
national newspaper column. 

“Some young players stepped 
up, some new players were 
brought in and we trained hard. 
We trimmed and tidied, fed and 
watered and the sunshine came.” 

Allen led Brentford to their 
Great Escape after taking over 
at Griffin Park with the club sec- 
ond-from-bottom of what is now 
League One in March 2004. 

Brentford won their last game 
to ensure they stayed up by taking 
18 points from Allen’s first nine 
games in charge, before flourish¬ 
ing under his stewardship as they 
reached the League One play-offs 
in successive seasons. 

There are similarities with 
Eastleigh as Allen lays the 
groundwork for a second half of 
the season that requires around 
two points a game if the Spitfires 
are to make the play-offs. 

He has already planted several 
seeds in the form of seven new 
signings; Graham Stack, Ben 
Strevens, Sam Togwell, Gavin 
Hoyte, Darius Henderson and 
loanees Hakeem Odoffin (Wolves) 
and Tyler Garratt (Doncaster). 

Having already lost Andy Drury 
central defender Reda Johnson 
and midfielder Jason Taylor to in¬ 
jury, Allen was unfortunate when 
Hoyte limped off with a ham¬ 
string strain just a few minutes 
into his second appearance for 
the club at Brentford last week. 

But Strevens and Togwell have 
added experience to midfield that 
was much-needed after Andy 
Drury returned to Ebbsfleet in 
Allen’s first week in charge. It re¬ 
mains to be seen if Allen signs a 
replacement for Joe Partington,

who moved to Bristol Rovers for 
a record fee (undisclosed) yester¬ 
day. 

Henderson, the much-travelled 
former Watford and Sheffield 
United centre forward, provides 
knowhow in attack alongside Mi¬ 
kael Mandron and Scott Wilson. 

Odoffin, 18, and Garratt, 20, 
give energy as well as cover to the 
full-back positions, while player- 


coach Stack is a goalkeeper with 
more than 250 appearances be¬ 
hind him (it would be many more 
but he spent six years at Arsenal 
without playing in the Premier 
League). 

With Eastleigh enjoying a rare 
weekend off, Allen is currently 
working hard on a spot of dead¬ 
heading. 

“We can only have five subs so 


there’s no point in having 24 play¬ 
ers,” he pointed out after Tues¬ 
day’s 1-1 draw at home to Forest 
Green Rovers - and before the 
club sold the versatile Partington.

Upon taking over from Ronnie 
Moore little more than six weeks 
ago, Allen talked about going up 
as champions. 

That was unrealistic then, even 
more so now But with their cup 
interest over for another season, 


the Spitfires can now focus on 
playing like champions in their 
final 19 games. 

With the money that he has in¬ 
vested, a play-off place is the very 
least that owner Stewart Donald 
deserves. 

Currently 12th with 40 points 
from 27 games, Eastleigh need an¬ 
other 40 points to have a realistic 
chance of making the top five. 


Since losing Allen’s first league 
game as Eastleigh boss, 4-3 at 
Southport, the Spitfires have tak¬ 
en five points from three games. 

Not a bad return against two 
sides in the top half of the table 
in Boreham Wood (2-2 and 1-0) 
and third-placed Forest Green. 

But Allen knows more than any¬ 
one that what is needed now is a 
lengthy unbeaten run. 


“There are 57 points to play,” he 
said after the draw against Forest 
Green. 

“But I want wins and we’re 
working towards that. 

“We were unlucky not to win at 
home against Boreham Wood but 
we’re getting harder to beat and 
are looking competitive. 

“Over time we’ll have more flair 
and creativity But when you’re 
not on a good run you have to dig 
in.” 

Next up for Eastleigh is a tough 
trip to Sutton United, four days 
after Paul Doswell’s side takes 
on AFC Wimbledon in an FA Cup 
third-round replay. 

The Spitfires will hope to capi¬ 
talise on the tiring effect of Sut¬ 
ton’s cup commitments and the 
possible distraction of a fourth- 
round tie at home to Leeds the fol¬ 
lowing weekend. 

After that come three key games 
that will help to define how the 
second half of the season goes. 

Macclesfield, Woking and 
Braintree all visit the Silverlake 
Stadium in the space of 11 days. 

If Eastleigh win all of those 
games, as they should against 
teams currently outside the top 
seven, and follow up by winning 
at struggling Guiseley, it will gen¬ 
erate the sort of momentum that 
will be needed going into high-fly¬ 
ing Tranmere’s visit next month. 

Forest Green are the only top 
five club Eastleigh do not play 
between now and the end of the 
season. 

And the Spitfires go to fifth- 
placed Dover the week after Tran¬ 
mere’s visit. 

So we will have a good idea of 
how the second half of the season 
is going to go after the Hampshire 
derby against Aldershot at the 
Silverlake on Tuesday, February 
28. 

Should Eastleigh be there or 
thereabouts at Easter, they will 
have an excellent chance as their 
run-in is favourable. 

Two of their last three games 
are at home and Bromley, Solihull 
Moors and Wrexham are likely to 
have little to play for given their 
season so far. 

The hard bit for Allen is the 
preparation but the signs are en¬ 
couraging as he tries to ensure 
Eastleigh’s garden is as rosy 
come the spring as the flowers he 
donated to his parish church near 
Henley last year. 

“Having 1,500 supporters be¬ 
hind the goal at Brentford was 
500 more than this club’s ever had 
travelling before and it whets my 
appetite for the future,” he said. 

“That fan base will build, no 
doubt about it. 

“This is only the beginning. I 
will put together a team, with the 
chairman’s help of course, that’s 
going to challenge and make 
these people proud.”

Why do Chelsea 
need to a bigger 
stadium anyway? 

Stamford Bridge’s 
capacity is 41,663, making 
it the seventh biggest 
in the Premier League. 
Nevertheless, it falls well 
short of Manchester United’s 
76,000-seater Old Trafford, 
while Arsenal, Manchester 
City, Sunderland, Liverpool 
and now London rivals 
West Ham all boast bigger 
grounds. 

Another capital club, 
Tottenham, will also 
soon have a brand 
new 61,000-capacity 
home following the 
Northumberland 
Development Project, which 
will also allow for other 
events such as NFL matches 
and concerts. 

It is not just about getting 
more people into watch 
the games, it is also about 
increasing overall match-day 
revenue - something which 
Arsenal have benefited from 
since leaving Highbury and 
moving into the Emirates 
Stadium.

Where has the FA

WHERE has all the FA Cup magic 
gone, and can it ever return? 

Those were the questions being 
asked after last weekend’s third 
round ties saw Premier League 
managers field weakened sides 
and supporters turn their back 
on the most famous club knock¬ 
out competition of them all. 

League 2 outfit Plymouth held 
Liverpool to a draw at Anfield 
after Reds boss Jurgen Klopp 
named the youngest-ever starting 
XI in the club’s history. 

Bournemouth boss Eddie Howe 
changed his entire team as they 
slumped to a 3-0 defeat at League 
1 club Millwall. 

As a result, the Cherries became 
the first ever Premier League club 
to lose by a three-goal margin in 
the FA Cup to a team from outside 
the top two divisions. 

Elsewhere, the Manchester 
clubs made nine alterations 
apiece, although City thrashed 
West Ham 5-0 and United eased 
passed Reading with a 4-0 success. 

Saints boss Claude Puel, no 
stranger to rotation this season, 
made eight changes for the 2-2 
draw at Norwich. 

Only Maya Yoshida, James 
Ward-Prowse and Dusan Tadic 
remained from the side that had 
started the previous Monday’s 
league game at Goodison Park. 

Saints’ visit to Carrow Road ‘at¬ 
tracted’ a crowd of only 12,479 - a 
whopping 52 per cent down on the 
Canaries’ Championship average 
of 26,168. 

The story crowd-wise was worse 
at other ties. 

Hull, averaging 20,441 in the 
Premier League, could only pull 
in 6,608 for their third round tie 
with top flight rivals Swansea - a 
68 per cent decrease in support. 

Brighton, averaging 27,307 in 
the Championship, could only 
muster 11,091 for their home tie - a 
59 per cent reduction. In fairness 
to the Seagulls, though, they were 
hosting lower division opposition 
in League 1 Port Vale - hardly a 
glamour tie, that. 

Sunderland’s home tie with Pre¬ 
mier League rivals Burnley at¬ 
tracted 17,632 - a 58 per cent drop 
on their league average of 41,799. 

Of the 25 teams at home last Sat¬ 
urday, only seven were watched 
by a bigger crowd than their cur¬ 
rent league average. 

Best of all was National Leagu¬ 
ers Sutton United, whose league 
average this term is 1,498. 

For their attractive derby with 
League 1 AFC Wimbledon, they 
pulled in 5,200 - a 247 per cent in¬ 
crease on their average. 

Sutton held their two divisions 


higher visitors to a goalless draw, 
and manager Paul Doswell - the 
former Eastleigh boss - hit the 
national headlines with his com¬ 
ments afterwards. 

Doswell savaged the BBC for 
not picking their derby as one of 
their live televised third round 
games. 

You could see his point. 

It was probably the most roman¬ 


tic of all the third round ties, giv¬ 
en Sutton’s famous giant-killing 
history in knocking out first divi¬ 
sion Coventry in 1989, and the fact 
that they were facing local rivals 
Wimbledon. 

But that was all ignored by the 
television planners. 

As were the other four non 
league teams in the third round 
draw - Eastleigh, Lincoln, Barrow 


and Stourbridge. 

Instead, the BBC showed West 
Ham’s clash with Manches¬ 
ter City and Tottenham’s game 
against Aston Villa, while BT 
Sport showed Manchester United 
v Reading, Preston v Arsenal, 
Liverpool v Plymouth, and Cam¬ 
bridge v Leeds. 

At least the last three ties picked 
by BT filled the criteria of higher

division ‘Goliath’ facing lower 
tier ‘David’. 

Doswell fumed: “We were mas¬ 
sively disappointed this game 
was not on TV. I hope they choose 
us for the replay. 

“The BBC are a taxpayer-funded 
organisation. They should not be 
after viewing figures. 

“I don’t blame BT as much, 
because they are a commercial 


organisation, but where is the ro¬ 
mance of the FA Cup? 

“When I was doing my speech 
beforehand, Man United were al¬ 
ready 2-0 up. The previous night 
City beat West Ham 5-0. We see 
that every week. 

“We could have sold 15-20,000 
tickets for this game. 

“We were devastated because 
that TV money could have built 


the changing rooms for the kids. 

“If the TV companies get it 
right this time and we are the live 
replay game, it is worth £75,000 to 
us. That’s almost 25 per cent of 
my whole budget. 

“Plus another £30-40,000 gate re¬ 
ceipts, its £115,000 if they put us 
on the telly and that makes this 
club. 

“We have not got a rich benefac¬ 


tor. 

“I hope the TV companies be¬ 
lieve we can pull off a shock be¬ 
cause we believe we can.” 

Wimbledon manager Neal Ard- 
ley agreed with Doswell. 

“When the BBC took back the 
FA Cup the remit was to put the 
romance back into it,” he said. 

“In a world where money is talk¬ 
ing and a lot of people are only 
watching Premier League foot¬ 
ball, the FA Cup gives us a chance 
to just look. 

“I thought a non-League team, 
on a 3G pitch, in a local derby 
against a team that played it’s 
first ever game against them, it 
has got everything. The Coventry 
game, the Wimbledon history - 
everything. To end up with Arse¬ 
nal, Man Utd, Spurs, Man City on, 
is disappointing. 

“The answer is money talks, 
because they thought the view¬ 
ing figures would be higher. They 
are missing the point. It hurts the 
competition. There was a cup up¬ 
set on the table here.” 

To be fair to the Beeb, they have 
chosen the underdogs before and 
will no doubt do it again. 

Two seasons ago, their live first 
round game on a Friday night 
showed Warrington beating four 
leagues higher Exeter City 

In 2015/16, they struck lucky 
again, with Salford City dump¬ 
ing out Notts County (a top flight 
team as recently as 1992). 

This season, they racked up 
at the Silverlake Stadium to see 
Eastleigh draw with two divisions 
higher Swindon Town. 

I would like to think if any of 
the five non leaguers in the third 
round this term had been handed 
a ‘better’ draw - ie, one against a 
higher profile opponent - then 
they would have been a shoe-in 
for live coverage. 

As it was, Eastleigh and Lincoln 
were drawn away to mid-table 
Championship teams - though in 
the latter’s case one that as re¬ 
cently as 1981 won the UEFA Cup 
(Ipswich Town) - while Barrow 
were home to Rochdale and Stour¬ 
bridge were sent to Wycombe. 

With the exception of possibly 
Lincoln’s game - pitting a former 
Football League club now seem¬ 
ingly on the rise again after a 
spell in the non league doldrums 
against the 1978 FA Cup winners - 
the other three ties were not wor¬ 
thy of showing live. 

Sutton v AFC Wimbledon pos¬ 
sibly was, but only at the expense 
of one of the two live all-Premier 
League ties or Manchester Unit¬ 
ed’s home game with Reading. 

Let’s be honest, though. Televi¬ 
sion companies have shown Unit¬ 
ed’s last 55 FA Cup ties live, and 
there is a reason for that incred¬ 
ible figure - they attract the high¬ 
est viewing figures.

Furyk saw all this first¬ 
hand as a member of the 
backroom team and should 
know what to build on.

This should be significant, 
although some may say 
it is open to conjecture. 

Much was made of the

the loss in Norway in June 
1993. 

“Do I not like that” - as 
England losing possession 
led to a goal for Poland in 
a qualifier the previous 
month. It became his 
defining phrase. 

“Can we not knock it?” - 
expressing his frustration 
during that Poland game. 

“Listen Rob, I cannot have 
faces like yours around about 
me, I can’t. Rob, I’ll tell you 
this now, if you were one of 
my players with a face like 
that I’d kick you out, you 
would never have a chance” 

- telling journalist Rob 
Shepherd to cheer up ahead 
of crunch qualifier away to 
Holland in October 1993. 

“You see at the end of 
the day I get the sack now” 

- to the fourth official as 
England lose 2-0 to Holland. 

“I was just saying to your 
colleague, the referee’s got

Unless Sutton were drawn 
against one of the Premier 
League’s top clubs, no tv execu¬ 
tive is going to show them rather 
than Manchester United. 

It is not going to happen, not 
now, not ever. 

Still, it is easy to sympathise 
with Doswell and Ardley. 

A lot of the old FA Cup magic 
has gone. 

I’m 47, I grew up watching the 
FA Cup finals of the late 70s and 
80s. 

Some were wonderful, roman¬ 
tic encounters - Ipswich winning 
the trophy for the first time in 
1978, Arsenal’s last minute win¬ 
ner 12 months later, second divi¬ 
sion West Ham beating Arsenal 
in 1980, Ricky Villa’s amazing 
solo goal in 1981, Brighton almost 
beating Manchester United in 
1983, Coventry lifting the cup in 
1987 and then losing to Sutton two 
years later. 

Have we lost all that, never to 
get it back again? 

I grew up with all the top flight 
teams taking the cup very seri¬ 
ously. 

When Liverpool hosted non 
league Altrincham in the third 
round in 1981, they fielded their 
entire first team. 

(As an aside, in 1981/81 my 
hometown club, Exeter, drew Liv¬ 
erpool in the second round of the 
League Cup. Despite winning the 
first leg 5-0 at Anfield, Bob Pais¬ 
ley still played virtually his en¬ 
tire first team - Dalglish, Hansen, 
Neal, Lawrenson, McDermott etc 
- in the second leg at Exeter. I’m 
sure Paisley never once thought 
not to - squad rotation didn’t exist 
back then). 

Following the fielding of below 
strength teams in front of low 
crowds - on what used to be one 
of the highlights of any football 
season, FA Cup third round day - 
FA chief executive Martin Glenn 
was forced on the defensive. 

Glenn insisted top-flight clubs 
still value the competition. 

“Rotation is a good thing,” he 
admitted, though Saints fans still 
reeling from their side’s Europa 
League exit might not totally 
agree with him. 

“Giving a chance for young 
players to get real game experi¬ 
ence is not a bad thing. 

“It doesn’t upset me. The Pre¬ 
mier League teams really under¬ 
stand the value the FA Cup brings 
them. 

“You’ll get more viewings of 
your club on free to air television 
than you will on paid satellite. It’s 


good for them because they get 
noticed and everyone wants to get 
to Wembley for a special occasion. 

“People want to do well in the 
cup, but the positive side is that 
all of these bigger clubs have big 
squads, you want to give people 
game time and that’s really im¬ 
portant.” 

I don’t doubt that last point, 
and I can easily see where Eddie 


Howe, to name just one, is coming 
from. 

If he didn’t play his fringe first 
teamers and youngsters in an FA 
Cup tie against lower league op¬ 
position, when IS he going to play 
them? 

I’m sure Cherries fans wouldn’t 
want him to play them in league 
games when precious points are 
at stake. 


Ok, you could play them at a 
time when Cherries would be 
mathematically safe from the 
drop - but that might not be until 
the closing weeks of the season. 

But then the fringe players 
would be taking part in games 
where there wasn’t really any¬ 
thing on the result - unlike in an 
FA Cup tie against a team whose 
players are taking it incredibly 
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change to save cup... 


seriously. 

Eddie Howe’s main job at AFC 
Bournemouth is obvious. Hav¬ 
ing worked major miracles to get 
them dining at the top table of 
English football, he needs to keep 
them there. 

Look at Wigan Athletic. In 
2012/13 they won the FA Cup - the 
greatest day in their history - but 
a few days later were relegated 


from the Premier League. 

Within two years they were in 
League 1. 

How many Wigan fans would 
have swapped the cup win for 
staying in the Premier League, 
furiously milking Rupert Mur¬ 
doch’s cash cow as they went? 

How would Saints fans react if 
you told them Claude Puel would 
win in the FA Cup this term, but 


the team would be relegated? 

Here you go, Saints support¬ 
ers, a wonderful day out at Wem¬ 
bley and only the club’s second 
ever FA Cup win - and more Eu- 
ropa League football next season 
to look out for. Oh, by the way, 
there’s 46 league games to fit in - 
possibly some against Scunthor¬ 
pe, Burton, Wigan, Brentford and 
Preston North End. 


A fair swap? 

So is that it, then? Will FA Cup 
third round days forever be like 
last weekend? It goes without say¬ 
ing there have to be changes if the 
answer is to be ‘no’. 

How about this for a three¬ 
pronged revamp of the tourna¬ 
ment ... 

1) Reduce admission prices. 

Clubs might not like it, but how 

about a new rule stating all adult 
tickets for FA Cup ties, from the 
first round to the quarter finals, 
be pegged at £10 and everyone 
else £1? 

Why not? 

That way, if those prices were 
in place, more parents could take 
their children to games. 

Perhaps the parents who have 
been priced out of attending live 
games themselves, let alone being 
able to afford taking their sons 
and daughters as well. 

I accept that would mean less 
money coming into the coffers of 
some clubs, but greed has helped 
reduce the FA Cup to the state it’s 
now in. 

Surely it’s time to start thinking 
of the supporters. Now there’s a 
novel concept. 

2) Introduce seeding. 

In the League Cup, every club 
who progresses from the first 
round is guaranteed a game 
against a club from the Premier 
League or Championship. 

Is it time to bring in a simi¬ 
lar rule in the FA Cup, in order 
to avoid non league clubs being 
drawn against League 1 or League 
2 opponents? 

There are 20 second round win¬ 
ners every season. They could be 
seeded to guarantee a tie against 
a top flight or Championship 
club. The remaining 24 teams 
from the top two divisions could 
obviously be drawn against each 
other, so you would still get all- 
Premier League ties - but hope¬ 
fully they would be drowned out 
by more chance of romantic ties 
elsewhere. 

Traditionalists probably 

wouldn’t like it, but I’m sure they 
don’t like what the FA Cup has 
mutated into either. 

3) Award a Champions League 
place to the FA Cup winners. 

There is, I know, not a snow¬ 
ball in the warmest part of hell’s 
chance of this ever happening. 

Would certainly help, though, 
with regards to increasing the 
competition’s profile. 

Perhaps Eddie Howe might have 
taken the Millwall game more 
seriously if he knew Cherries 
were only six wins away from the 
Champions League. 

But, as I said earlier, he needs to 
take a look at his fringe players.

SAIDO BERAHINO 

After West Brom rejected 
two transfer deadline day 
bids from Tottenham for 
him in September 2015, 
Berahino tweeted: “Sad 
how i cant say exactly how 
the club has treated me but 
i can officially say i will 
never play Jeremy Peace 
(the Albion chairman).” But 
he featured as a substitute 
in the Baggies’ first match 
after that, apologised a few 
months later and remains at 
the club. 

CARLOS TEVEZ 

The Argentinian was 
at the centre of a furore 
in September 2011 after 
boss Roberto Mancini said 
he refused to warm up 
during Manchester City’s 
Champions League clash 
with Bayern Munich. 
Mancini intimated Tevez

would never play for City 
again, the forward was 
suspended by the club, 
and he spent an extended, 
unauthorised spell in his 
homeland. Having failed to 
secure a transfer, Tevez was 
allowed to resume training 
with City after a five-month 
break. He issued an apology 
for his conduct, withdrew 
his appeal against City’s fine 
of six weeks’ wages and was 
back playing for the first 
team by March. 

PIERRE VAN 
H00IID0NK 

The Dutchman returned 
from the 1998 World Cup 
to find his transfer request 
from Nottingham Forest had 
been refused. Van Hoojidonk 
declared he had no option but 
to go on strike, and sat out 
the first four months of the 
new season. Eventually, Van 
Hooijdonk made a grudging 
return, notable for his goal 
against Derby, after which 
his team-mates refused to 
celebrate with him.

Manchester United’s ex- 
Saints midfielder Morgan 
Schneiderlin this week 
joined Everton for £22m. 

The Frenchman is the 
latest in a long line of players 
to have moved between the 
north-west clubs.

ANDREI KANCHELSKIS 

Russian winger 
Kanchelskis was with United

win at Liverpool ensuring 
his lasting popularity with 
Toffees fans. 

JOHN O'KANE 

After being in United’s 
youth set-up, defender 
O’Kane made only a handful 
of senior appearances for 
the club, with him being sent 
out on loan several times. He 
switched to Everton in early

1998 and was on their books 
until late 1999, having been 
loaned by them to Burnley 
and Bolton. 

PHIL NEVILLE 

Someone who had much 
greater success with United’s 
first team after emerging 
from their youth ranks was 
full-back Neville, the ‘Class 
of 92’ member who made 
close to 400 appearances for 
the Red Devils - winning a 
glut of silverware along the 
way - over the course of a 
decade before transferring to 
Everton in 2005. He became 
Toffees captain and played 
over 300 times for them up to 
his retirement in 2013. 

JESPER BLOMQVIST 

The Swedish winger’s 
first season with United was 
their treble-winning one of 
1998-99, and he started in the 
Champions League final. In 
November 2001 he moved to 
Everton, who he then left at 
the end of that season.

TWENTY years after they were 
embroiled in a battle for their 
very existence, as well as Football 
League survival, Brighton & Hove 
Albion are on course to complete 
a remarkable journey by joining 
Saints and AFC Bournemouth in 
the Premier League. 

In January 1997, the Seagulls 
were seven points adrift at the 
foot of the Football League, with 
homelessness awaiting them 
at the end of the season after 
the Goldstone Ground was inex¬ 
plicably sold with no plans con¬ 
firmed for a new stadium. 

Fast forward to 2017 and in their 
sixth season at the wonderful 
Amex Stadium in Falmer, under 
the astute leadership of chairman 
Tony Bloom and manager Chris 
Hughton, they are ensconced in 
the Championship’s top two, six 
points above the play-offs after 14 
wins from the 18-match unbeaten 
run that ended at Preston today. 

It is an astonishing story that 
began with their thrilling come¬ 
back during the last four months 
of the 1996-97 season. 

Having looked dead certs to 
drop out of the Football League in 
the January, Brighton won nine 
of their next 18 games to set up 
the game to end all games at Her¬ 
eford United on May 3,1997. 

The clubs were level on points at 
the bottom of what is now League 
Two going into the final match - 
Brighton having been deducted 
two points six months earlier fol¬ 
lowing a series of pitch invasions 
in their home game against Lin¬ 
coln City. 

In those days positions were de¬ 
cided by most goals scored when 
teams were level on points - and 
Albion had 52 to Hereford’s 49. 

So an away draw would keep 
Brighton up, while a home win 
would be enough for Hereford to 
survive. 

By this point I should disclose 
the fact that I have been a Bright¬ 
on fan since 1989 and am proud to 
say I was at Edgar Street that day. 

I was also at Wembley in 1991 
when Brighton were 90 minutes 
from the top flight, only to lose 
3-1 against Notts County, a year 
before the Premier League’s in¬ 
ception. 

Just six years later - and after 
two relegations and three manag¬ 
ers in Barry Lloyd, Liam Brady 
and Jimmy Case -1 made the jour¬ 
ney to Hereford with my brother 
back across the border by train 
from his Cardiff home. 

With the futures of both clubs in 
the balance, the tense atmosphere 
in the town was unlike any I have 
experienced before or since. 

Elected to the Football League 


in 1920, Brighton had 77 years of 
history to play for and staying up 
meant s much to Hereford. 

It is hard to describe the tension 
in the stands that day as 8,532 
supporters, including 3,500 from 
Brighton, awaited their respec¬ 
tive clubs’ fate. 

But there was plenty of hope 
in their and not just because 18 
years of Tory government had 
ended with Labour’s triumph un¬ 
der Tony Blair 48 hours earlier. 


A week earlier, I had been at the 
last game to be played at the Gold- 
stone Ground, which Brighton 
won 1-0 against Doncaster to keep 
the dream alive. Stuart Storer’s 
iconic volley lives on not just in 
the memories of those who were 
there but in the form of paintings 
and souvenirs that the club shop 
sells to this day. 

Hopefully the clump of grass I 
took from the always-immaculate 
Goldstone turf lives on in the gar¬ 


den of my parents’ old home in 
Sussex suburbia. 

With the points gap erased, we 
dared to hope. 

But when Hereford took a 21st- 
minute lead through an own goal 
from Kerry Mayo, Brighton’s 
flame haired young full-back, we 
feared the worst. 

“If I stay in football until I’m 60, 
I doubt I’ll experience a game as 
tense as Brighton’s final League 
match against Hereford,” recalled 
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are flying high

Steve Gritt, who had replaced 
Case as manager five months ear¬ 
lier. 

“The prize at stake was so 
great that a lot of my players just 
seemed to freeze in the first half. 

It was only after I’d got them in 
at half time and shook them up a 
bit by reminding them that there 
aren’t too many grounds worth 
visiting in the Vauxhall Confer¬ 
ence that they started to battle.” 

With an hour gone, Brighton 


still trailed. 

Then Robbie Reinelt scored the 
most important goal in the Sea¬ 
gulls’ history, reacting first when 
a Craig Maskell volley hit the 
post 

Reinelt only scored 22 goals in 
his entire career (first-choice ex- 
Saints strikers Maskell and Ian 
Baird scored 33 goals between 
them that season). 

But the third of his seven for 
Brighton earned him legendary 


status on an unforgettable sunny 
afternoon in Herefordshire. 

As the respected national news¬ 
paper journalist Paul Hayward 
has said: “In between the Doncas¬ 
ter and Hereford games I saw an 
England international and I saw 
Barcelona play Real Madrid at the 
Nou Camp, but neither of those 
games came anywhere close to 
the Brighton glory at Hereford 
- a crap game at a run-down sta¬ 
dium, a five-hour drive away from 


home.” 

This was just the first chapter 
in Brighton’s incredible journey. 

With the site of the Goldstone 
now a retail park - to this day fans 
avoid the drive past Toys R Us on 
Old Shoreham Road - the Seagulls 
migrated to Kent. 

For the next two seasons fans 
had to make the 150-mile round 
trip to play ‘home’ games at Gill¬ 
ingham’s Priestfield Stadium. 

Brighton returned in 1999, be¬ 
ginning a 12-year tenure at the 
Withdean Stadium, an athletics 
stadium in which it was hard to 
generate an atmosphere from 
its roofless stands and, from the 
away end, poor views (Saints fans 
were less than impressed when 
they visited). 

Despite its drawbacks, ‘The 
Withdean’ holds happy memories 
as the setting for four promotions 
(and two relegations) in 12 sea¬ 
sons. 

Brighton won back-to-back ti¬ 
tles in 2001 and 2002, at the start 
of the Bobby Zamora era. 

We were relegated in our first 
season back in the Championship 
before winning the 2004 League 
One play-off final, only to be rel¬ 
egated again in 2006. 

Five years later, in the last sea¬ 
son at the Withdean, Albion were 
promoted from League One as 
champions (with Saints going 
up as runners-up) to ensure that 
the new era at the Amex stadium 
would begin in the Champion¬ 
ship. 

The club is now unrecognisable 
from the days of the dilapidated 
but much-loved Goldstone. 

Even when John Byrne and 
Mike Small’s strike partnership 
helped put us within 90 minutes 
of the old first division in 1991, 
Albion rarely attracted a crowd 
of 10,000. 

Now Brighton are getting three 
times that (only Newcastle Aston 
Villa and Derby County are aver¬ 
aging bigger crowds this season) 
as they close in on an automatic 
promotion spot to the Premier 
League. 

Should they go up it will be 
their first season in the top flight 
since 1979-83. 

Their rise is not be quite as me¬ 
teoric as that of Bournemouth’s 
but it is certainly unique. 

I thought back to the events of 
May 3, 1997 when I covered phoe¬ 
nix club Hereford FC’s visit to 
AFC Totton in the first division 
of the Evostik Southern League 
earlier this season. 

Twenty years on, Brighton 
may even go up as champi¬ 
ons (leaders Newcastle Unit¬ 
ed are yet to visit the Amex). 
No matter how they do it, promo¬ 
tion would make English football 
history with three of the four 
south-coast clubs in the top flight 
together for the first time.

WAYNE ROONEY 

A product of Everton’s 
youth system, Rooney made 
a memorable first-team 
breakthrough in 2002, joined 
United two years later and 
has gone on to win numerous 
trophies, captain the Red 
Devils and move alongside 
Sir Bobby Charlton as their 
joint-highest scorer with 249 
goals. 

TIM HOWARD 

The American goalkeeper 
joined United in 2003 and 
won an FA Cup and League 
Cup with them before 
moving to Everton on loan 
in 2006-07, a switch made 
permanent later that term. 
He was with the Merseyside 
outfit, making over 400 
appearances, until last 
summer, when he signed for 
the Colorado Rapids.

Gibson made his senior 
United debut in 2005-06 and 
the Republic of Ireland 
midfielder had notched 10 
goals in 60 appearances for 
the Red Devils by the time 
he transferred to Everton in 
January 2012. Has featured 
only once for the Toffees’ 
first team so far this term. 

MAROUANE FELLAINI 

David Moyes signed the 
tall Belgian midfielder for 
Everton in 2008 and, after 
that proved a success, he 
then brought him with him 
to United in 2013. Fellaini 
remains at the club and has 
been a divisive figure among 
their fans. 

TOM CLEVERLEY 

Midfielder Cleverley was 
loaned to Leicester, Watford 
and Wigan before finally 
making his competitive 
senior bow for United in 
2011. A loan to Aston Villa 
followed in 2014-15, at the 
end of which he signed for 
Everton permanently. 
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World Cup 
gets bigger 



FIFA has voted to expand 
the World Cup from 32 
to 48 teams for the 2026 
competition. 

The new format is set 
to feature 16 groups of 
three followed by a 32-team 
knockout, which increases 
the number of games from 
64 to 80 but remains inside a 
32-day schedule. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at the major changes to the 
competition since it started 
in 1930. 

1930 

Host: Uruguay -13 teams - 
18 matches 

There was no qualification 
campaign for the maiden 
tournament, with every 
FIFA member invited to take 
part. But only four European 
nations made the long trip 
by sea to South America. The 
format was four groups, one 
consisting of four teams and 
the rest of three. The group 
winners progressed to the 
semi-finals. 

1934 

Italy -16 teams -17 
matches 

Thirty-six teams were 
whittled down to 16 in 
qualifying, but reigning 
champions Uruguay refused 
to participate. The group 
stage was scrapped, with 
the competition settled 
in a straight knockout 
format. The 1938 edition 
was contested via the same 
process, though only 15 
teams took part as qualifiers. 
Austria were disbanded prior 
to the tournament after the 
country was annexed by 
Germany. 

1950 

Brazil -13 teams - 22 
matches 

Another 16-team 
tournament was planned but 
a number of withdrawals 
left 13 teams competing in 
Brazil. The groups returned 
and the quartet of winners 
progressed into another 
round-robin stage. This was 
the only World Cup not to 
feature a proper final, though 
the last group game between 
Brazil and Uruguay ended up 
being the decider. 

1954 

Switzerland -16 teams - 26 
matches 

There were four teams 
per group, with the top two 
progressing to a knockout 
stage. But instead of a round- 
robin format in the groups, 
each team played just two 
games at that stage with 
extra-time used in drawn 
matches.

Group A 
Gabon 

Didier N’Dong is the sole Pre¬ 
mier League player in the Gabon 
squad. 

The midfielder cost David Moy- 
es £13.6m when he signed last Au¬ 
gust from French club Lorient, 
and has since been a regular for 
the Black Cats. 

Cardiff midfielder Bruno Man¬ 
ga, who was signed by the Blue¬ 
birds in 2014 for £5m from Lori¬ 
ent, is also in the squad. 

Pierre-Emerick Aubameyang, 
meanwhile, is the undoubted star 
of his country’s bid to win the 
competition on home soil. 

He 25-year-old struck 36 goals 
in all competitions for Borussia 
Dortmund last season and has 
netted 20 times in 22 appearances 
in 2016/17. 

Aubameyang scored 37 French 
League goals for St Etienne in 87 
appearances prior to moving to 
Dortmund in 2013. 

He has since netted 70 Bundesli- 
ga goals in 95 starts plus a further 
16 off the bench. 

Burkino Faso 

Bertrand Traore, the Chelsea 
striker currently on loan at Dutch 
giants Ajax, is the only Premier 
League player in the squad. 

Cameroon 

Only one British-based player 
in the squad - Hearts midfielder 
Arnaud Djoum. 

Guinea-Bissau 

There are no British-based play¬ 
ers in the squad. 

Group B 
Algeria 

Leicester pair Riyad Mahrez 
and Islam Slimani are central to 
Algerian hopes. 

Mahrez was one of the stars 
of last season’s Premier League 
title win, though he has only net¬ 
ted three times in the league in 
2016/17. 

Slimani cost the Foxes a record 
£29m when he arrived from Sport¬ 
ing Lisbon last summer, and he 
has so far scored five times in 13

appearances - including the win¬ 
ner on his last outing against 
West Ham on New Year’s Eve.

Also included in the Algerian 
squad is midfielder Saphir Taider. 

Now at Italians Bologna, he ar¬ 


rived on loan at St Mary’s in early 
August 2014. 

Ronald Koeman wasn’t im¬ 
pressed, though, and he left the 
south coast to return to parent 
club Inter Milan just a few weeks 
later. 

Tunisia 

Sunderland midfielder Wahbi 


Khazri, signed from Bordeaux 
by Sam Allardyce in the January 
2016 transfer window, provides 
the sole Premier League pres¬ 
ence. 

Senegal 

Ex-Saint Sadio Mane leads a 
four-strong Premier League pres¬ 
ence in the Senegal squad. 
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African Nations? 



The 24-year-old has been in 
great form for Liverpool in 
2016/17 after leaving Saints for 
£34m last summer. 

With nine goals to his name - 
compared to 11 in the league for 
Saints in the whole of last season 
- Mane is currently Liverpool’s 
leading Premier League marks¬ 
man. 

Merseyside colleague Idrissa 


Gueye, who cost Everton over 
£10m last summer when he signed 
from Aston Villa, is also in the 
Senegal squad along with West 
Ham’s Cheikhou Kouyate and 

Marne Biram Diouf of Stoke 
City. 

Kouyate has scored three times 
in 23 appearances for the Ham¬ 
mers this term - two of his goals 
coming in the Europa League 


against Domzale last summer. 

Striker Diouf has scored 17 Pre¬ 
mier League goals in 75 outings 
for Stoke - but he has yet to get off 
the mark in 17 appearances in all 
competitions this term. 

A fifth English-based player, 
Newcastle midfielder Mohamed 
Diame, is also in the squad. 

Zimbabwe 


No Premier League-based play¬ 
ers, but there is one in the Zim¬ 
babwe squad who has played at 
St Mary’s this season - Sparta 
Prague defender Costa Nham- 
oinesu. 

In addition, the country also 
possess players with the best 
names in the tournament - Teen¬ 
age Hadebe, Knowledge Musona, 
Marvelous Nakamba and Hardlife 
Zvirekwi. 

Teenage plays for a Zimbabwe¬ 
an League club who rejoice in the 
name Chicken Inn FC. 

Group C 
Ivory Coast 

A hefty Premier League pres¬ 
ence in the Ivorian squad, includ¬ 
ing one player who has won sen¬ 
ior England caps. 

Crystal Palace winger Wilfried 
Zaha made his England debut as 
a sub in the 4-2 loss in Sweden in 
November 2012. 

Now, though, he has switched 
allegiances and will play for Ivory 
Coast in his first African Cup of 
Nations tournament. 

He is joined in the squad by de¬ 
fenders Eric Bailly (Manchester 
United) and Lamine Kone (Sun¬ 
derland) and Cherries attacker 
Max Gradel. 

Gradel has only made seven 
club appearances this season, 
with his last coming against Tot¬ 
tenham on October 22. 

Stoke City striker Wilfried Bony 
should led the Ivorian attack. 

Signed by Manchester City for 
£28m from Swansea in the 2015 
January transfer window, he has 
scored just twice in 10 league out¬ 
ings while on loan to the Potters 
in 2016/17. 

Ironically, both those goals came 
against former club Swansea. 

Aston Villa’s Jonathan Kodjia is 
another forward option. 

Signed for £llm from Bristol 
City last summer, he currently 
has nine goals in 23 appearances 
for Villa. 

DR Congo 

Gabriel Zakuani is almost cer¬ 
tainly the first Northampton 
Town player ever to appear in the 
African Cup of Nations.

Will it 



Andy Murray 


be sixth time lucky for Sir Andy? 


WORLD number one Sir Andy Murray will be 
seeking a first Australian Open title this year, 
having lost the final five times since 2010. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the 29-year-old 
Scot’s Melbourne final heartbreak. 

2010, Roger Federer (6-3 6-4 7-6) 

Murray dropped one set on the route up to the 
final, defeating Rafael Nadal and Marin Cilic along 
the way. However, the Swiss proved too strong in 
the final, outclassing Murray in straight sets. 
Federer’s experience shone through in his 
performance, whereas Murray’s inexperience 
brought out nerves and tension - playing 
predictable, risk-free tennis which was easy for 
the world’s top ranked player to play against. 

2011, Novak Djokovic (6-4 6-2 6-3) 

Andy Murray breezed into the quarter-finals 
having only lost 22 games, without dropping a 


single set. He battled his way through to the final 
by defeating Alexandr Dolgopolov and David 
Ferrer but once again was second best in the 
final. This time it was a different opponent in 
Novak Djokovic but the outcome was the same, 
losing in straight sets. 

2013, Novak Djokovic (6-7 7-6 6-3 6-2) 

Murray was seeking revenge on Djokovic after 
the 2011 final but also the 2012 semi-final as the 
Serb came out on top in a thrilling five-set 
encounter - Murray led 2-1 up but could not see 
the game out. The Scot returned in 2013 in fine 
form, comfortably making it to the semi-final 
without dropping a set, winning a five-set semi 
against Roger Federer. Murray took the first set in 
the final but squandered five break points to take 
an early advantage in the second set. He paid as 
Djokovic won the next three sets to become the 
first man in the ‘Open’ era to win the tournament 


three times in a row. 

2015, Novak Djokovic (7-6 6-7 6-3 6-0) 

It was the third time Murray had met Djokovic in 
the Australian Open final and the Serb continued 
to be Murray’s worst nightmare. The opening two 
sets both went to a tie-break in which both players 
came through one set each. Murray had chances 
in the third set but failed to take them and went on 
get whitewashed in the final set. 

2016, Novak Djokovic (6-1 7-5 7-6) 

The final included many mistakes from both 
players but unfortunately for Murray, he made too 
many which also proved too costly. Djokovic 
came out on top in straight sets and equalled Roy 
Emerson’s all-time men’s record of six Australian 
Open singles titles. Murray became only the 
second man to lose five finals at the same Grand 
Slam tournament since the ‘Open’ era began in 
1968.

Ghana 

Chelsea splashed out £3.5m on 
Porto midfielder Christian Atsu 
in 2013. 

He has yet to make his Blues 
debut, and last season was loaned 
out to Cherries - just two League 
Cup appearances - and Spanish 
club Malaga. 

He is currently on loan to Cham¬ 
pionship high fliers Newcastle, 


where he has scored three times 
in 19 appearances. 

This time last year Andy Yia- 
dom was playing under Eastleigh 
boss Martin Allen at Barnet. 

Moving onto Barnsley last sum¬ 
mer, the 25-year-old is also part 
of ex-Pompey manager Avram 
Grant’s Ghana squad. 

After scoring 12 league goals for 
Swansea in 2015/16, Andre Ayew 
moved to West Ham for £20m last 
summer. 

The striker has so far only 
scored once in 12 league outings 
for the Hammers - and, like Bony, 
that was against his former club, 
Swansea. 

Aston Villa’s Jordan Ayew - 
three goals in 22 club outings in 
2016/17 - is another option for 


Grant. 

Leicester midfielder Daniel Am- 
artey is also in the squad, having 
made 22 appearances this season 
after a £5m move from Copenha¬ 
gen in the January 2016 transfer 
window.

Crystal Palace midfielder Ba- 
kary Sako provides the sole Pre¬ 
mier League presence.

The Hull City chief was the 
third boss to be sacked in less 
than a fortnight, following Bob 
Bradley at Swansea and Alan 
Pardew at Crystal Palace. 

Phelan’s Premier League man¬ 
agerial career spanned just 20 
games in 165 days with a below- 
average win rate of just 15%. 

By comparison, the average Pre¬ 
mier League manager will coach 
in the top flight for less than two 
and a half years. 

He will coach two different sides 
and win only a third of his games, 
and he won’t win a trophy 

They are the conclusions from a 
study looking at all 210 managers 
since the Premier League came 
into being in 1992. 

The research, compiled by mon¬ 
ey-saving site Voucherbox.co.uk, 
looked at every manager’s statis¬ 
tics across the last 24 seasons and 
revealed: 

• The average manager has two 
jobs, across 1,165 days and will 
take the helm for 91 games. They 
will oversee 33 wins, 25 draws and 
33 losses - giving them a 30% win 
rate. On average, they won’t win 
a trophy. 

• The most ‘average’ Premier 
League manager is former Man¬ 
chester City and Nottingham For¬ 
est boss Stuart Pearce, who reg¬ 
istered 32 wins and 26 draws at a 
win percentage of 30.77% 

• Harry Redknapp has had the 
most Premier League jobs (six), 
followed by Sam Allardyce and 
Mark Hughes who are on five 
each 

• Sir Alex Ferguson managed 
the most games (810), followed 
by Arsene Wenger (763) and Red¬ 
knapp (641) 

• Redknapp has presided over 
the most losses at 238, with Al¬ 
lardyce just behind on 181 

• Nearly 60 per cent of all 
managers only get one Premier 
League job. Out of the 209 bosses 
since 1992, only 85 got a second 
job. 

• Whilst most observers would 
clearly name Ferguson as the 
greatest ever Premier League 
manager, the mantle of worst is 
up for some debate. 

• Statistically, Terry Con¬ 
nor’s zero wins from 13 games 
as Wolves caretaker boss would 
give him that title, although Remi 
Garde’s tenure at Villa sees him 
holding the worst record for any¬ 
one that has managed 20 games or 
more. 

• The Frenchman’s woeful re¬ 


turn of ten per cent is closely 
followed by former Swindon man¬ 
ager John Gorman who won only 
five out of his 42 games in Swin¬ 
don’s sole Premier League season. 

• Only two Premier League 
managers in the study, that looked 
at all permanent and caretaker 
bosses, have a 100 per cent record, 
with David Unsworth and Scott 
Marshall both coaching for one 
game each and winning their re¬ 
spective matches. 


• There are also four managers 
in the ‘zero’ club - Alex Ingletho- 
rpe, Graham Rix, David Kerslake 
and Kevin Bond were all named 
caretaker managers at their clubs 
but never took a game. 

• The study also showed that 
when it comes to silverware, 
there are three bosses that domi¬ 
nate, stats showing that Fergu¬ 
son, Wenger and Jose Mourinho 
have won more major trophies 
(49) than every other Premier 


League Manager in total (48). 

Shane Forster, Voucherbox UK 
Country Manager, said: “As fans 
we are used to hearing the famil¬ 
iar line of it being a ‘results busi¬ 
ness’ and that really is the case. 

“With 60 per cent per cent of 
managers not getting a second 
shot at another Premier League 
club, it demonstrates just how 
ruthless top flight management 
really is and that life in the hot 
seat is a precarious one.” 


Ron easily 
the best 

IT will probably come as 
no surprise to learn that 
Ronald Koeman boasts 
the best win percentage 
ratio of any Saints boss in 
Premier League history. 

The Dutchman won 36 
of his 76 games, for a 47 
per cent win ratio - seven 
per cent better than Glenn 
Hoddle. 

Claude Puel is eighth in 
the list of the 15 managers 
who have taken charge in 
the Premier League era.

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Government announces levy reform boost for racing 


THE Government has announced plans to 
reform the Levy which ensures all operators 
who takes bets on British racing from 
customers based in Britain will have to pay 
ten per cent of their gross profits above the 
first £500,000 they make. 

The current system has been in existence 
since 1961 but has become outdated and 
while some offshore firms have been making 
voluntary contributions towards British 
racing, it is not compulsory. 


The Government is hoping to implement 
the new scheme in April this year - subject 
to state aid for the proposals - and it will be 
enforced via a statutory Horserace Betting 
Levy. 

Sports Minister Tracey Crouch said: "This 
move will help secure the future of 
horseracing in Britain by making sure that 
gambling firms pay a fair return to support 
the sport. 

"Horseracing has a strong heritage in this 


country, employing thousands of people 
and is enjoyed by many almost every day of 
the year. 

"This new approach to the Horserace 
Betting Levy will help sustain and develop 
the sport.” 

The sports minister will review the rate set 
within seven years of the new legislation to 
reflect any future changes in the market. 

It all spells the end of the Horserace 
Betting Levy Board which will be wound up 


as the Government intends to transfer 
responsibility for collecting the Levy to the 
Gambling Commission in early 2018. 

The announcement follows long periods of 
consultation between the betting and racing 
industries and the Government hopes it will 
ensure a level playing field between betting 
operators offshore and those based in 
Britain. The aim of the levy is to fund a wide 
range of areas including prize money, 
integrity and equine welfare among others.

Here, the Sports Pink selects 
five of the greatest races at the 
Sunbury course 

ARKLE 

(1966 King George VI Chase) 

The best ever steeplechaser ran 
just the twice at Kempton and af¬ 
ter easily landing the prohibitive 
odds of 1-7 in 1965, was expected 
to follow-up the following winter. 
Sadly, he was injured during the 
race which resulted in a shock de¬ 
feat to Dormant. Amazingly, Tom 
Dreaper’s superstar was in the 
lead until the closing stages. The 
crowd was in a state of disbelief 
and it was only later the truth 
emerged that Arkle had fractured 
the main bone of his off-fore hoof. 
The Irish legend never raced 
again. 

DAWN RUN 

(1983 Christmas Hurdle) 

Dawn Run is one of the many 
top-class hurdlers to have tak¬ 
en in Kempton on their way to 
Champion Hurdle glory. It was 
felt the sharp track would not suit 
the Irish mare, but she proved 
her critics wrong with a battling 
display to defeat Gaye Brief. The 
latter had a pacemaker in Migra¬ 
tor, but that was not enough to 
shake off Dawn Run, who put it 
up to Gaye Brief over the last two 
flights and got the verdict by a 
neck after an enthralling duel. 

DESERT ORCHID 

(1990 King George VI Chase) 

The popular grey made the 
race virtually his own with victo¬ 
ries in 1986 and from 1988 to 1990. 
His exuberant style of jumping 
endeared him to the racing pub¬ 
lic and he produced a typically 
Dessie-style performance. Jump¬ 
ing boldly, he was left in the lead 
when Sabin Du Loir fell at the 
sixth fence from the finish. From 
then on, it was plain sailing and 
David Elsworth’s ace went on to 


score by 12 lengths from Toby To¬ 
bias in the hands of Richard Dun- 
woody. 

GRUNDY 

(1974 Sirenia Stakes) 

Grundy is best remembered for 
his epic battle with Bustino in the 
King George VI and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth stakes at Ascot in July 1975, 
but he graced Kempton’s turf 
course as part of his education 


as a two-year-old. Peter Walwyn’s 
flashy chestnut had won nicely 
on his debut in July and followed 
up a month later with a convinc¬ 
ing win against decent opposition 
in the Sirenia. He went on to be 
champion two-year-old with wins 
in the Champagne and Dewhurst 
Stakes. 

KAUTO STAR 

(2011 King George VI Chase) 


Kauto Star surpassed Desert Or¬ 
chid’s great achievement by going 
one better with a fifth win in the 
Christmas showpiece. Successful 
from 2006-2009, it looked like Paul 
Nicholls’ crackerjack performer 
was going to have to settle for just 
equalling the grey after he had 
been beaten by Long Run the fol¬ 
lowing season. But he came back 
to take his revenge just days short 
of his 12th birthday. 


Kempton's 

history 

Kempton has enjoyed 
and endured a colourful 
history since the 
racecourse opened nearly 
140 years ago. 

1872: The 400-hundred 
acre Kempton Park, 
complete with manor 
house, is leased by Thomas 
Barnett to S H Hyde, a 
businessman with a vision 
for racing, after he spotted 
an estate agent’s sign 
during a trip to the London 
area. 

1878: After Hyde leased 
part of the estate to the 
newly-formed Kempton 
Park Racecourse Company 
of which he was secretary, 
the track opens its doors 
in July with Dunkenny, 
trained by John Porter 
and ridden by George 
Fordham, taking the very 
first event run. 

1932: In September, a 
fire destroys most of the 
members’ stand, grill room 
and Tattersalls bar. The 
course is closed until May 
1933. 

1937: The inaugural 
running of the King 
George VI Chase, in the 
monarch’s coronation year, 
is won by Southern Hero. 

1969: David Robinson, 
businessman and leading 
racehorse owner, buys the 
racecourse for £765,000 
after outbidding building 
firm Taylor Woodrow. Just 
over a year later he sells on 
to the Levy Board. Control 
passes to its subsidiary 
United Racecourses, which 
is already administering 
Sandown and Epsom. 

1972: The Goya Stakes, 
the first race in modern 
times for women riders 
and run on May 6, is won 
by Meriel Tufnell on her 
mother’s horse, Scorched 
Earth, at odds of 50-1. 

2005: San Antonio wins 
the final Flat race on turf 
on May 2 as the course 
closes for 10 months to 
complete work on an all- 
weather Polytrack with 
floodlights. 

2006: The first winner on 
the new surface is Akona 
Matata, trained by Clive 
Brittain and ridden by 
Jimmy Fortune, on March 
25. 

2017: The Jockey Club 
announces plans that could 
see the site closed as early 
as 2021 for housing.
